POISONING AT HOMERTON.

In none of the cases is there 
any need of alarm, and Dr. Gordon, medical 
superintendent of the infirmary, corisiders 
that the gateau there will be able to leave 
shortly. e search for the butcher who sold 
the meat has up to the present been unsuc- 
cessful, but hopes are entertained that Le 
will be traced in a few days.

The police have now about completed theia 
preparations of evidence for the adjourned 
magisterial proceedings against udson, 
which will open at the Court House, Helms 
ley, on Saturday. Mr. Teale, of York, has 
been instructed by the Criminal Investiga- 
tion Department to conduct the prosecution, 
and he has been over to Helmsley and gone 
through ail the depositions, New witnesses 
will be called in addition to those forward at 
the inquest; and one of these will give eve 
stronger evidence than has.yet been obtain 
of prisoner's presence near the fatal spot on 
the day of the murders.
